Settlement of Strike Demanded 
by Monday Morning on Penal* 
ty of General Walkout—'Pack­ 
ers Preparing for Struggle. 


Chicago, Ju ly 23.—A ttem pts to settle the 
second strik e of the packing trad e failed 
to day and to night the B utchers' union 
and nlliod organisations, a fter a long con­ 
ference, «ont an ultim atum to the repre­ 
sentatives of the pnckerH dem anding ft 
settlem ent of the strik e before Monday 
m orning on penalty of a general w alk-out 
of all union em ployes a t w ork In the 
stock yards lit 7 o’clock Monday m orning. 


The conference b etw een >the rep resen ta­ 
tives of the trade» and packers and butch­ 
ers, which adjourned last night a fte r fail­ 
ing to reach nn agreem ent, Was resum ed 
early this m orning. At noon the conferees 
gave up hope of reaching an undorstftnd- 
lnf and the deliberation» were brought to 
an abrupt ending, a fte r the packer« had 
expressed a desire to live up to the term s 
of the arb itratio n agreem ent reached Inst 
W ednesday, rig h t any w rongs th a t m ight 
have been com m itted by their forem en 
and superintendents anfl had announced 
to the union Tnen the nam e of Sam uel Mc­ 
L ean, of the N ational Packing com pany, 
to represent 
them 
ort Qip arb itratio n 
board provided 
fo r in 
the 
agreem ent 
which settled the original strike. 


The union men re u s e d positively to con 
alder th a t agreem ent valid on the ground 
th a t It had been broken by the packers 
They then retired to t}ie office of the 
Federation of Labor, w here an ultim atum 
to the p ackers w as prepared. - 
T H E ULTIM ATUM . 


The ultim atum , a fte r reciting the alleg 
cd violation of last W ednesday’s agree 
m ent, say s:

“ We desire to em phasize our belief in 
; th e principles of conciliation and arb itra 
tion, but to provide ag ain st such viola 
tlons in the fu tu re we again offet- the fol 
lowing proposition as a solution of the 
present difficulty:

••‘T h at all em ployes be hired back w ith 
in ten days. Any person not re-em ployed 
n t ’the ¡end of th a t tim e, his or 'h e r case 
to be subm itted to arb itratio n . 
; " ‘T h at all «»nrijloyeflf Jrr'^the W iling; cut 
tin g and casing departm ents be reln stat 
ed in their form er positions w ithin forty 
eight hours a fter resum ption of Work.’ ” 
Notice is then given .th at unless the 
term s are m et the allied trades will w alk 
out M onday m orning.

A fter 
th e 
conference 
held

day 
the p ackers m ade public a statem en t in 
-w h ich they deny either a violation of the 
agreem ent or discrim ination In j'ohiring 
men. They say the agreem ent w as prop 
erly approved and signed by representa 
tives of both sides and th a t no possible 
excuse can be offered for Its violation .on 
the p art of Donnelly. 


LABOR L E A D E R S’ STATEM ENT. 


A com m ittee of labor leaders also Issued 
a statem en t a fte r to day’s conference. 
They review the situation from, th eir point 
of vle*v and refer to the conference of 
- Ju ly 29 and the resu ltin g agreem ent. A f­ 
te r telling of strik ers reporting for w ork 
under th is agreem ent, the statem en t says 
"G reat num bers of m en and women 


were told in language „'unfit to rep eat th a t 
they w ere not w anted, hence the second 
«. conference. 
T he second strik e w as oi 


■ dered. 
T he packet's and representative» 


■ of the, trad es got together again. 
The 
packers Insisted th a t we try to put thé

The reply of the combined packers to 
the ultim atum of the allied tra d e r was de­ 
livered late to night. 
They em phatically 
deny th a t there has been any violation 
of the agreem ent on their part, .and th at 
w hatever trouble followed the retu rn of 
the mfen could have been adjusted had the 
unions desired to bo so. The packers say: 
"W e regard Donnelly’s action as en­ 
tirely unjustified In calling the second 
strik e oh sensational flsleadlng reports 
w ithin an average of th irty m inutes from 
the tim e the men were, ordered to work, 
and before it w as possible for any con­ 
siderable num ber to have been placed, 
w ithout m aking tho slightest effort to 
verify such reports, 
or to have them 
rem edied If found to exist. 


W e have a definite agreem ent with 
our em ployes, the sam e having been sign- 
ed by their representatives and the repre­ 
sen tativ es of all m echanical and allied 
trad es, and we stand ready on our part 
see th a t It Is carried out.”

“I. have just retnriied from a visit, 
to my old lunno where I nu!t one of 
niy old companions, Jlon. Cyrus .ICp- 
ler, of JaekBonville, ill.,.with whom T 
made the trip across the mountains 
and plains io the Callj|,ornia gold 
fields ill ‘40. 
Wo recalled many of 
our expériences during that 
tri[» 
whioh may be of interest. 


“The writer remembers the hun­ 
dreds of teams plodding their way 
slowly along, and-wondered how long 
it would iake thenufo rea<'h 1 he other 
side of the coTitinent. A few indeed 
ttever readied ‘the other side, btit 
left their bleached bones along the 
way. 
The majority however, reach­ 
ed their destinatioin all right, mos. 
of them with improved healtli. 
It 
was in the spring of 1S49 that thé 
fever reached .Taeksonville, and what 
was known as lleslep’s eonjpany was 
organized. 
It numbered forty men 
Avith Ileslep as leader. 
Of course 
there was nothing like military die- 
iplino exercised but much depeneded 
on the leader. According to best in­ 
formation, only F, !Mos8, Frank Tient’ 
lep, 0. Deweese, (5. W. Iteaugh ami 
Oynis .Kpler are the only survivors 
of this expedition: 


‘‘Mules were the'motive power to 
judl the heavily laden wagons on 
tjluilir long journey although somo 
companies used ox teams which stood 
the test very well. Thé wagons were 
strong and well tilled for the trip. 
The wheels wore fastened on witli 
linoh pinsi which would be a novelty 
to day. 


“IndtJljeudenco. Ho., was a rondez" 
vousjftgr all California and Saute Fe 
tradei^ at that time. 
It took the 
whole of one summer to nu\ke the trip 
to Santo Fo and return before win* 
1er. 
Our company started April 10, 


1S4U and the first objective point was 
Independejice. 
There a halt of two 
weeks was made on Account ftf home 
of the com])any being nttaekiad with 
eholera. and also waiting for the grass 
to grow sufficiently for the teams to 
graze. There we found a genorul sup 
ply for our outfit for the journey ac* 
rosss tho plains.^ Other parties join­ 
ed U.s hero wliieh made our'party 
numbtjr forty-eight men. 


“On May lU, we left Independence. 
Fifteen miles West of Tndepeiidence 
we left thé last house and T>liinged 
resolutely inlo tho wilderness. Hero 
the experieiices of the' trip beigan. 
Kain, mud, rapid streams, storms, 
sunshine, witid and calm were all en- 
counteréd. 


“Eacli wagon was drawn by six 
mules ahd driven by one man. The 
country through which wo traveled 
was then known as the American des­ 
ert, 
We left all civilization behind 
in thiî 800 mile t,ri]) to the Kockies. 
Our route lay along tho north side 
of the Arkansas river following the 
old Santa Fe trail. 
* * * 


“To flay for the first time we see 
soujo of the Indian barbarity. 
A 
short dislam^c from the road we saw 
two scalps stuck \ip on a pole; then 
passed on u short distance and saw 
tho bodies of threo white men buried 
in a gully, partly covered with stones. 
We pas,sed several graves up to ihiÿ 
poini. Disease, 
generally 
cholera, 
which followed us about 200 miles on 
our trip then, died completely out, 
>îo more natural deaths on our jour­ 
ney after this. * * / * 


“Now we are about ¡300 miles froni 
the states; this being our last day iii 
tho buffalo country. .Tune 10 we sa\y 
u largo body of Indians making to­ 
ward us which cuuscd great confusr 
ion in camp. 
We were lying by at 
this time. Wo rushed to get in our 
teams and run our-wagons in a hol­ 
low square. The men were soon uur 
der arms and formed a line on the 
rive bank ready for aet.ion, about 
100 in all.

“fTune 25; To day we had the mis^ 
fortune to lose one of oidi men by 
the following circumstances: A thuur 
der storm came up with wind and 
rain. 
Instead of tutning from, the 
storm, he turned to it. 
His tcanj 
turned sharp around. , Ho jumped to 
catch them and got .tangeled in thç 
lines and' was exushed luider th(j 
wheel and died in a few Iwurs. We 
carried his botli' to tho village of 
Pueblo and buried it the best we 
could under the circumstances.

“Pueblo is a small, village compost­ 
ed of ludiansj Mexicans and two 
white men. We were three days ero^r

Only; a 
.few particles of gold were found. 
Ków there was a general breaking 
up of the companies, all in a fpiandry 
what to do. Firmlly wo couldn’t agree; 
on any oae thing but divided intb 
three pajjtics, 


Now wo are on tho Santa Cruz 
river. 
After t>Vo days traveling* wo 
found 'that the water had all autik 
in the sand. 
VVe have a forty mile 
stretch without water. 
Our suffer­ 
ings 
'wero 
terrible. 
Our 
teams 
swim to sufFcr more than wo did.' 
Wo came to an Indian village named 
Tubac. 
Wf! lay by two days to re- 
oi^uit our teams. Jicre we witnessed 
an Indian dance by the Pino tribe. 
The Pino.s had been at war with the 
Apafthes ond had captured two pris­ 
oners. 
They 
were 
having' a big 
potvpow over thoir victory and final­ 
ly burned them at tho stake. 


One night as we lay in camp we 
lost two more mule.s that ■ ^ere stolen 
by tho Indians, Broke camp and'on 
the march again. To da,y wo passed 
over some rugged mountains, broke 
One’of (uir wagoUs'which caused us 
to lay by for repairs.

said to contain 7,000 or 8,000 thou­ 
sand inhabitants.

after we 
stopped there was a crowd aroiuid u |j 
to trade i)roduce 
for 
clothes 
of 
money. 
They 
had 
corn,, wheat, 
melons and vegetables. 
Tliey Jiavè 
a system of irrigation to water tìieit 
crops. 
They also manufacture somè 
other articles, such as crockery,-foot> 
wear and woolen and cotton goodfi. 
Their 
mode 
of weoving is somej- 
what novel. They fastxjn two smooth 
sticks parallel to 
each 
other thè 
length they want the weg, then they 
put the filling in with a woodejj 
needle, then beat it with a piece c^f 
wood made for the purpose. 
When 
it is dono it is quite nice, even and 
substantial.

Men are almost destitute of cloth­ 
ing excont 
a 
breach 
cloth.

wonjon wear a skirt from their waist 
down to their'knees. 
The ehildroiV 
are entirely naked. 
Their religion 
is Catholic, but they, have a v(jry 
vague idea 
of 
religion, 
but their 
morals are better than their neighj- 
hors,, tho ^Mexicans. The practice of 
polygamy 
is 
not tolerated omong 
them as in tho cose of most tribes 
thot we have passed through. They 
have several chiefs. The head chief 
is appointed hy the Mexican -governy 
ment, it being in the state of Soni» 
ora. Often wo wore annoydd by Inf 
dians coming into camp for merè 
curiosity sake, going through each 
camp to steal " anything they coida 
lay their hands on.

I will narrato

little incident 
which 
happened 
while -gathering 
l)cans. 
I went to a grove of trees 
about one mile from camp hnd found 
i^hmty o f-btìans and was'lookitig for 
good trees when I almost ran over 
an old decrepid Indian Womiin lyin¿ 
on the ground, apparently dead. 
Ì 
was a little startled and left the 
beans, sack and »all ahd started for 
'the camp. I told them I fòund lots 
pf beaj)s and Something ' else, too. 
One of the boys said : 
“What the 
devil did you do 
with 
the sack, 
and I said wait and I will tell you 
my .*4tory, but didn’t get much credit 
for it until'some of the party went 
back to the spot. 
They wore ' now 
cbiivinced thot ray story was tnie ex­ 
cept'that she was not dead os I’had 
supposed. 
Under the circumstances 
we did not know what to do. Final­ 
ly 'we dccidcd to leave some water 
crackers and beans and loft her to 
jcr'.fato. Of course she would final­ 
ly perish. 
From the signs thd In­ 
dians had 
camped 
there 
several 
days before. . When they left she 
not being ¿ble to travel they left her 
to , perish. 
We 
gathered 
several 
bushels of'beans 
for 
each of our 
tearhs. 


One incident which I will mention 
took place at the comp on the river. 
I saw a wreckod wagon near a clus­ 
ter, of bushes which I supposed was 
abandoned by some unfortunate, but 
learned that 
a 
family 
had been 
massacred by 
the Indians a short 
ime before, I will give the partic­ 
ulars as follows: 
The family had 
been traveling with a Texa.s 
com*- 
pany and being heavily loaded with 
family goods, requested tlioir friends 
to leave them and not hold back ort 
their accoimt. 
.During 
the 
nighti 
three Indians came to the camii, 
begging something 
to 
eat. 
In a 
shprt time several others came, into 
camp and began a general massacre 
of the family without mercy. 
One 
sjiin was wounded, but made his es­ 
cape in the brush nearb.l. Next day 
he was found and' told his story. 
Now wo are passing, through a range 
of the Sierra Nevadas. 


Como .to a narrow, pass one mile 
loiig, some places wore so narrow 
tha.t we had 
to 
lift 
our wagons 
around. Passed Warner’s ranch, next 
place 
Vlceta 
Springs. 
Here 
we 
passed the Mexican, commissioners 
on their way to establish a line be­ 
tween Mexico and California. Moved 
on to Colpnel Williams’ ranch covr 
ered all over with wild oats as far 
Gs the eye could see. We lay by here 
a few , doys to , buy provisions and 
to recruit our teams. 
Moved on to 
Kolling ranch, from there to San 
Gabriel Mission, from the Mission 
to Ix)s Angeles. Distance from Fort 
Yuma to Los Angeles 0265 miles|. 
■ Time • traveling 
twenty-two 
day¿ 
•Remained Í here 
eight 
days. 
We 
learned.that.it was 500 miles to thè 
gold mines, all the way.were mounf 
tains, 
hills, 
valleys 
and 
swollod 
streams 
to . encounter. cT-he ram.t 
SQOson. wos now approaching which 
would make it -impossible to pull 
through at this time. 


To day jve overtook three wagons 
water bound waiting, for the water 
to go down; it .boing a rapid deep 
stream. 
We cried out: 
“We havç 
a hot -to. carry you across.” 
Our 
bed had been modo tight for tha| 
fuurpose. 
All- hands went to wbrlt 
calking our. boat as best we-could) 
It was soon done, 
but now som^ 
trouble to got 
a line 
across tho 
stream,- ilj being-about fifty -Ceet widoi 
Finally wo tied several picket ropes 
together, .■ then .■ tiod> an iron ’ pidcei 
to the end ond, threw the rope across 
•to the othfir side xintil* it ’anchored 
to a'bush. Now our ferry "was esfcab? 
lished and ready for business. Out 
;Wagons 'wero taken off /and pulled 
over, one at a time. 
ThOn'tho run- 
•ning. gear the same way. We swani 
our stock over alright.

tivities will compare favorably with that 
of any other. They are true and generou.s 
benefactors and well deserve the com- 
n endaiion .and honor of all who heartily 
v.'isli the 
betterm ent of universal hn 
manlty.

Music, the art divine, has com­ 
manded the attention of .some of the 
«■ roatest men and women the world 
lias ever known. 
It is one of the 
oldest of the arts, and> even among 
tlie most primitive people; a crude 
development can be traced. 
With 
the passing of the ages the art has 
been developed and musical instru­ 
ments of infinite variety hnvo boon 
invented until at the present time 
the art has reachetl a stage of por- 
feetion hitherto unknown. 


One of tho grea1(!St, if not the 
reatest of, all musical instruments, 
tho piano, which was given to the 
world in the early ]»art of the 17th 
entury, tho idea having lK><;n con­ 
ceived independently by three dif­ 
ferent musicians living in different 
parts of Europe. 


In modern times this instrument 
hos attained 
n 
popularity beyond 
thtft of any other musical instru­ 
ment. 
It posseses all the ¡nuvers of 
nearly every other instrument and on 
no other except the organ can such 
complete succession of harmonicas 
be executed. Many of the most emi­ 
nent musicians have dfjvoted them" 
selves to composing for the piano 
forte, and various schools of music 
have ari.sen for the interpretation of 
musical writings, 
Oim of the great- 
(*st of modern composers and a mu­ 
sician who.se school of music is fast 
gaining in favor is Tx;sch(*ti?:kl. Miss 
Tvouise Love, of Searcy, Ark., who 
is now a guest at the home of Mrs. 
W. T. Brown, of Sandusky street, 
is a pupil of this school and a mu­ 
sician who hfl.9 won fame for her­ 
self both as a child prodigy and as 
concert pianist. 
Miss Love is not unknown in Jack­ 
sonville, as she visited here some 
f<iur or five years ago and at that 
time her wonderful musical ability 
astonished and won ihe admiration 
of critics. Since her former visit to 
this city Miss Love, who is but 15 
years of age, 
has 
had 
many tri­ 
umphs and a 
brief 
sketch of her 
career will be of interest. 


She very kindly consented to an 
interview with a Journal represen­ 
tative recently 
and 
spoke in^ the 
most modest terms of her ability, 
which is indeed marvelous and of her 
many triumphs which 
might have 
easily produced 
a 
vain 
.««pirit in 
many an older musician. 
Tn 
re­ 
sponse to a number of (luestions Miss 
l 4)ve said: 


“I connot remember when I first 
betran to play. 
Playing was always 
easy and perfectly natural for me 
and my memory for tunes was al- 
ways ^er> acute. 
After hearing a 
piec-c once I could usually reproduce 
i t , with 
almost 
perfect accuracy. 
At the ago of 5 years I began to 
take music lessons and have con­ 
tinued my music course with little 
interruption until the present time. 
IMÌv mother was a musician of abili­ 
ty, but not 
of 
exceptional merit 
Talent is a queer quality and one 
who may be said to posse.ss it can­ 
not accurately describe it. 
Music 
has alwa,vs been a great delight for 
me and I play with great ease, 
hover u.so notes except in learning 
a piece for the first time. My pres­ 
ent teacher will givo me a composi 
tion of a most difficult, nature one 
day and expect ’me to play it for 
him tlie next without my notes. One 
of the most difficult selections of my 
concert repertoire I have not seen 
the score of for over two years yet 
have two perfect pictures of tlie 
selection and every punctuation mark 
about it; one is a memory picture 
and the’ other is a picture of the 
printed page, 


“I have received instruction from 
many celebrated teachers of music 
but I feel that I never had but one 
real teacher, Harold von Mickwitz 
whose pupil I have been for the last 
four years. 
Von Mickwitz is the 
head of the musical department of 
the North Texas college, located at 
Sherman, Texas. 
H e is a Finlander 
by 
birth 
and 
a 
direct 
pupil of 
Leschetizki and has 
been 
in this 
country but a few years. 
He is 
young man and is fast becoming 
known through his pupils. 
, “ I am 
fully 
convinced myself 
that there is onl.y one school of mu 
sic and that 
is 
the 
Leschetizki 
school. 
It 
is 
the 
commonsonse 
school of music and I feel will soon 
come to be recognized as the only 
school. 


“Last winter I played with the 
Theodore Thomas orchestra as solo 
pianist in a series of three concerts 
given in Texas, 
I have also played 
with the Chicago Symphony orches 
tra as solo pianist rind with many 
other orchestras. 
Recently I gave 
a series of concerts, at 'th e . Texas 
building at the world’s fair. ^ I ex 
■>^ect to graduate from, the literary 
department of the North Texas còl 
lege in the class of ’06 and next 
spring will make a toùr of the east 
as a concert pianist. 
My supreme 
ambition is to become a great Lesche 
tizki^ pianist,”
